WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Intellig ence Co mmittee will questio n 
fo rmer President Richard M, Nix o n 
abo ut U.S. o peratio ns ag ainst Chile, 
but it has decided no t to ask enter­ 
tainer Frank Sinatra abo ut a wo man 
asso ciated with Jo hn F. Kennedy and 
o rg anized crime fig ures. 


The co mmittee v o ted Friday to 
submit a series o f written questio ns to 
the fo rmer president abo ut U.S. effo rts 
to o v erthro w Chilean President Salv a­ 
do r Allende and abo ut the so called 
Ho usto n plan fo r do mestic intellig ence 
g athering , chairman Frank Church, D- 
Idaho , said. 


But Church said the co mmittee saw 
no reaso n to questio n Sinatra abo ut a 
po ssible link between President Jo hn 
F. Kennedy and the Mafia in a CIA plo t 
to kill Cuba’s Fidel Castro . 


Sinatra had been named as the 
“ mutual friend” who intro duced 
Kennedy to Judith Campbell Ex ner, a 
Califo rnia wo man who also knew two 
underwo rld fig ures inv o lv ed in a CIA 
plo t to kill Castro . 


Co mmittee members questio ned 
Mrs. Ex ner last summer and decided 
she had no t been used to relay in­ 
fo rmatio n between Kennedy and the 
two underwo rld fig ures, Sam Gian­ 
cana and Jo hn Ro sselli. 


Church said the decisio n to submit 
written questio ns to Nix o n was “ the 
best av ailable” (so lutio n) g iv en the 
leng th o f time remaining fo r the panel 
to co mplete its inv estig aio n. 
The 
co mmittee is scheduled to end its 
business o n Feb. 29. 


Nix o n earlier refused to testify 
befo re the entire co mmittee, say ing he 
wo uld talk in secret to the panel’s 
ranking members. The co mmittee 
rejected that pro po sal. 
Meanwhile, the Ho use Intellig ence 
Co mmittee appro v ed its final repo rt 
after cutting o ut secrets President 
Fo rd’s adv iso rs said mig ht endang er 
ag ents and embarrass the natio n 
diplo matically . 
Chairman Otis G. Pike, DN.Y., said 
the co mmittee also deleted “ unduly 
critical” co mments abo ut Fo rd ad­ 
m inistratio n 
o fficials, 
including 
Secretary o f State Henry A. Kissing er. 
In ano ther dev elo pment, a fo rmer 
telev isio n repo rter’s claim that Walter 
Cro nkite, Jo hn Chancello r and o ther 
pro minent telev isio n fig ures are 
named in a list o f jo urnalists who hav e 
co -o perated with the CIA was widely 
denied. 
Bo th Chancello r, ancho rman fo r the 
“ NBC Nig htly News,” and Cro nkite, 
ancho rman and manag ing edito r o f the 
"CBS Ev ening News,” flatly denied 
any relatio nship with the CIA. 
The claim they were o n the list was 
made by Sam A. Jaffe, a fo rmer 
co rrespo ndent fo r CBS and ABC news. 
Jaffe said in telev isio n interv iews 
Friday that he had learned o f the list 
fro m the Ho use Intellig ence Co m­ 
mittee as well as fro m fo rmer ABC 
co rrespo ndent Bill Gill. 
Bo th Gill and A. Searle Field, chief 
co unsel fo r the Ho use panel, denied 
Jaffe’s claim. Jaffe also had said that 
fo rmer Nix o n speechwriter Patrick 
Buchanan had co nfirmed the ex istence 
o f the list, but Buchanan denied it.

ag reements, which do no t require 
Senate ratificatio n. 
Kissing er to ld No rth Atlantic Treaty 
Org anizatio n fo reig n m inisters in 
Brussels Friday that the So v iet Unio n 
has pro po sed a 10 per cent reductio n in 
all U.S. and So v iet nuclear weapo ns as 
a way to break a deadlo ck o n strateg ic 
arms limitatio n ta’ks. 
But Kissing er to la a news co nference 
after the meeting that this was o nly 
o ne o f sev eral ideas and it mig ht o r 
mig ht no t appear in the final packag e. 
The secretary said the So v iet 
Unio n’s pro po sals were “ sig nificant 
and co nstructiv e.” But o ne o fficial 
said a lo t o f wo rk remained to be do ne, 
and Kissing er mig ht hav e to make o ne 
o r two trips back to Mo sco w to co m­ 
plete the basic o utlines o f an acco rd. 
But the o fficial said if the ne­ 
g o tiatio ns pro g ress smo o thly , So v iet 
leader Leo nid Brezhnev , with who m 
Kissing er met in Mo sco w, mig ht co me 
to Washing to n as early as May to sig n 
a new treaty with President Fo rd.

If memories of that day flitted 
throu gh Klein dien st’s rn in d, he gav e n o 
sign of it Friday as he retu rn ed to the 
Ju stice Departmen t for what he called 
“the greatest hon or of my life.” 
He grin n ed broadly as his portrait 
was u n v eiled an d hu n g in the corridor 
ju st ou tside the office he occu pied as 
Richard 
Nix on ’s 
attorn ey 
gen eral 
from Ju n e 12, 19 72, to May 25, 19 73. 
In the flesh an d in the portrait, he 
was the pictu re of the prosperou s 
Washin gton lawy er with his well- 
tailored n av y pin stripe su it, the bottom 
v est bu tton u n fasten ed ov er his rotu n d 
midsection . 
He glowed with pleasu re at the jibes 
from Atty . Gen . Edward H. lav i, 
Depu ty Atty . Gen . Harold R. Ty ler an d 
Solicitor Gen . Robert H. Bork as they 
deliv ered 
the 
speeches 
su ch 
ceremon ies deman d. 
Bu t the jibes were good-n atu red an d 
con tain ed n o hin t of Klein dien st’s dark 
day s of n egotiatin g a deal with the Wa­ 
tergate prosecu tors, themselv es a part 
of the departmen t, thou gh with a 
charter of in depen den ce. 
Klein dien st came close to a perju ry 
charge, a felon y , bu t was allowed to 
plead gu ilty to a misdemean or of 
failin g to testify fu lly to the Sen ate 
Ju diciary Committee. He had testified 
u n der oath that the White Hou se had 
n ot pressu red him, as depu ty attorn ey 
gen eral, to drop an an titru st su it 
again st the In tern ation al Telephon e & 
Telegraph Corp. It was disclosed later 


that an ang ry Nix o n telepho ned 
Kleindienst perso nally to demand that 
he dro p the case but that Kleindienst 
resisted. 


“ I was wro ng , and I sincerely reg ret 
it,” Kleindienst to ld the co urt in May 
1974 as he was sentenced to o ne mo nth 
in jail and a $1 00 fine, bo th suspended.

Nixon 
To Face 
Panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Intelligence Committee will question 
former President Richard M. Nixon 
about U.S. operations against Chile, 
but it has decided not to ask enter­ 
tainer Frank Sinatra about a woman 
associated with John F. Kennedy and 
organized crime figures. 


The committee voted Friday to 
submit a series of written questions to 
the former president about U.S. efforts 
to overthrow Chilean President Salva­ 
dor Allende and about the socalled 
Houston plan for domestic intelligence 
gathering, chairman Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, said. 


But Church said the committee saw 
no reason to question Sinatra about a 
possible link between President John 
F. Kennedy and the Mafia in a CIA plot 
to kill Cuba's Fidel Castro. 


Sinatra had been named as the 
"m utual frien d" who introduced 
Kennedy to Judith Campbell Exner, a 
California woman who also knew two 
underworld figures involved in a CIA 
plot to kill Castro. 


Committee m em bers questioned 
Mrs. Exner last summer and decided 
she had not been used to relay in­ 
formation between Kennedy and the 
two underworld figures, Sam Gian­ 
cana and John Rosselli 


Church said the decision to submit 
written questions to Nixon was "the 
best available" (solution) given the 
length of time remaining for the panel 
to complete its 
investigaion 
The 
committee is scheduled to end its 
business on Feb. 29. 


Nixon earlier refused to testify 
before the entire committee, saying he 
would talk in secret to the panel's 
ranking members.

J. N. Mo rris, M.D., an d o thers, in 
stu dy in g v ario u s o ccu p atio n al gro u p s 
in the Un ited Kin gdo m, fo u n d a two -to - 
fo u r times higher in ciden ce an d 
greater sev erity o f co ro n ary heart 
disease in bu s driv ers who sit all day 
driv in g than in bu s co n du cto rs who se 
o ccu p atio n req u ired mu ch walk in g an d 
climbin g. Detailed stu dies rev ealed 
that the eatin g p attern s o f these p eo p le 
were essen tially the same. Ex ercise 
lev els seemed to be the majo r dif­ 
feren ce in their life p attern s. 
A stu dy o f p o stal wo rk ers gav e 
similar resu lts. Mail clerk s had an 
in ciden ce o f co ro n aries twice as high 
as the far mo re activ e mail carriers.

Naturally Ventilated Cold 
Housing O kay For Livestock 


Swine, dairy cows and beef cattle 
can perform well in cold housing that 
has adequate natural ventilation 
However, considerable care must be 
taken in the design (rf the naturally 
ventilated structure, if it is to function 
properly, says Harvey B. Man beck. 
Agricultural Engineer, The Ohio State 
University. 
A cold, naturally ventilated livestock 
structure means it is ventilated 
without mechanical fans, has minimal 
insulation in the roof area, minimal or 
no sidewall insulation, may be en­ 
closed on 4 sides or have open front, 
maintains a winter temperature IO to 
25 degrees above outdoor temperature, 
and a summer temperature 5 to IO 
degrees below outdoors. 
Primary factors to consider when 
planning a naturally ventilated 
livestock structure are prevailing wind 
direction, site selection, building 
orientation and construction details. 


Manbeck says. 
All of these factors are vital to 
adequate performance. The first three 
affect the availability of ventilating air 
at the building. The construction 
details affect the distribution of air 
through the building, he says. 
Prevailing wind direction in Ohio is 
normally 86 to 70 per cent from nor­ 
thwest, west and southwest. Locate the 
building on a knoll rather than a 
depression at least 150 feet east of road 
or pond embankment, wooded area 
and to other structures, and be sure 
you design a westward wall facing 
prevailing wind. 
In Ohio, orient the structure with the 
ridge line running north and south so 
that prevailing wind travels through 
narrow dimension of the building. 
Open front should face eastward, he 
says. 
There should be and eave height of 9 
feet or more with a roof slope of 4 to 12

Further work by Shaper, with two 
additional tribes, suggested that a 
very high fat diet may not raise

Diets, cholesterol, and 
heart disease were followed to the tiro 
groups for a number (rf years. 


There was no real difference to 
serum cholesterol values to the two 
groups 
Regarding the diets, the 
Ireland brothers consumed more total 
calories, including more animal fat, 
more starchy foods (sources of fiber) 
but less sugar than the Boston 
residents. Intake of protein and 
cholesterol was similar but the Boston 
brothers consumed more polyun­ 
saturated fat There was a much 
larger incidence of heart disease 
among the Boston residents 
The 
results were explained by experts on 
the basis of the greater physical ac­ 
tivity of those to Ireland or possibly the 
greater dietary fiber intake. 
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or greater. Continuous eave volts 4 to 6 
inches wide along both sidewalls is 
best for winter ventilation.

Already, the red, white and 
blue colors are being used in various 
ways to commemorate the occasion. 
Across the nation, gardeners are 
planning Bicentennial Flower Beds. 
Following are recommended flowers,

Flower Bed. 
Selecting Flowers 
First, the Bicentennial Flower Bed 
should be planted with short, stocky 
plants that are thickly branched and 
ready to begin blooming. Get them 
from a reliable source. 
Annual flowers recommended for 
the bed require full sun. Plant after the 
last damaging frost in the spring. 
Select a location that will receive at 
least 6 hours of sunlight per day. 
Plants will grow with less sunlight but 
will not bloom well. 
Plants 
recommended 
for

Bicentennial Flower Bed are: 
RED AREA 
Salvia: St. John's Fire has an 
average height of 12 inches and blooms 
mid-May through September. Another 
is Red Sentinel, which averages 16 
inches in height and blooms from April 
through September. 
Begonia: New Red Wonder averages 
12 inches in height and blooms in full 
sun from April through August. Red 
Tausendschoen averages 6 to 10 inches 
in full bloom and tolerates slight 
shade. It blooms from April through 
August. 
Geranium: 
Carefree 
Crimson 
averages 15 inches in height and does 
not require pinching. It blooms April 
through October. Nittany Lion Red has 
an average height of 15 inches with 
singe, scarlet flowers; blooms from 
April through October. 
WHITE AREA 
Alyssum; Tiny Tim averages 3 in­ 
ches in height, is very compact and 
blooms April through August. 
Vinca: little Bright Eye averages 10 
inches high, has sparkling

flowers with a bright eye, and blooms 
continuously from late April through 
summer — in full sun. 
Petunia: Bridal Bouquet, Glacier, 
Alaska, LaPaloma, White Cascade, 
White Magic and Polar Cap, all bloom 
from April through August.

C onstructing the Flower Bed 
1. Drive a stake in the ground in the 
center of the flower bed area (A). Tie a 
piece of string loosely to the stake. 
Measure off 3 feet of string from the 
stake and tie a stick at this point. 
Pulling the string taut, use the stick to 
draw a complete circle. This circle 
should be about 6 feet in diameter. The 
completed flower bed will be about 10 
to 12 feet.

They should 
Energy Big 
Factor In 
Farm ing 


The energy crisis is still with us. 
Natural fuels — gas and oil — are in 
great demand but very short supply. 
Farmers must have the fuels and are 
forced to become more energy wise, 
says Thomas Carpenter, Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at The Ohio 
State University. 
Energy costs are going to increase to 
the point that they become a dominant 
factor in the decision making process, 
says Carpenter. 
High energy costs 
will require 
changes in methods. Farmers will 
have to be more concerned about 
energy inputs. They will need to 
consider the energy situation when 
investing in equipment and supplies 
they plan to use for the next 10 to 15 
years. 
Agriculture should concentrate on 
improving the output-input energy 
ratio. The food system has to move 
toward new technologies that will 
lower net energy consumption in 
relation to total production. 
“ We have to first look at the entire 
picture of energy consumption in 
agriculture and then go after the big 
items” , Carpenter adds. 
Too often, conservation is exploited. 
Merchants use the energy saving idea 
to push their products. A thousand 
dollar conservation device may save 
only $20 worth of energy. Farmers 
must stop and evaluate the many 
claims being made concerning energy 
savings. 
Actually, agriculture has been 
somewhat more aware of energy 
utilization than other industries, 
Carpenter says. 
Farm production uses two to three 
per cent of the nation’s energy. The 
entire food system utilizes only 12 to 15 
per cent of the total U.S. energy.

Ford has urged other candidates for 
the presidential nominations to also 
reveal their health records. 


But White House physician William 
I^ikash said he feels "uncomfortable 
about the precedent’’ of releasing 
minute details of a patient’s record in 
view of the traditional confidential 
patient-doctor relationship 
“Exams are really a private thing 
there’s a certain dignity about one’s 
physical exam,” iAikaah said in an in­ 
terview Thursday. He said the public 
may be entitled to have information 
about the ability of a president to 
perform his duties "hut to lay out all 
the details that go with it is beyond the 
propriety of one’s privacy.” 
He said he doesn’t see the need for 
making public "trivial medical in­ 
formation" that does not really relate 
to the individual’s ability to perform on 
the job. 
iAikash indicated he would rather 
not report about such things as a cate 
of hemorrhoids or blood pressure 
levels that might require treatment 
but not be of any significance in the 
general health of the patient or to 
disclose precise medicines being 
administered.

NEW YORK (AP) - Whether we 
should have an open or a closed society 
is 
now 
one 
of those 
enormous 
ideolog ical themes that now and then 
moves from the world of academe 
directly into the daily public debate. 
The nation's banks, traditionally an 
area of discreet privacy , have sud­ 
denly found themselves the subject of 
news stories. 
There was a report Thursday that a 
dozen of the nation’s 50 larg est bank 
holding companies are on the Federal 
Reserv e Board’s “ problem list.’’ 
Another recent news story said the 
nation’s second and third larg est 
banks. First National City and Chase 
Manhattan, are on a similar list of the 
Comptroller of the Currency . 
There are those in g overnment and 
in the banking industry who claim such 
publicity is not in the public interest. It 
all amounts to part of a larg er debate 
on the place of secrecy in our society 
There are those, for ex ample, who 
say the nation’s intellig ence operations 
should be an open book, to be read for 
profit not wily by insiders but by the 
g eneral public and potential ad­ 
versaries too. 
And there is a school that defends 
intellig ence secrecy as the wily way to 
protect a society we call free and open 
from blundering into mistakes that, it 
is feared, could undermine every other 
lofty idea. 
Data, facts and activities that once 
were withheld “in the public interest” 
have now been pried loose from the 
Internal Revenue Service, the Federal 
Bureau of Investig ation, the business 
establishment, the investment com- 
' munity , the White House and other 
institutions and are now public 
knowledg e. 
A Freedom of Information Act 
prev ents 
g ov ernment 
from 
withholding certain information. And 
public interest g roups now employ 
staffs whose job is to open up the 
sy stem to ex amination and use by the 


public. 
In almost all instances the pry ing 
has revealed information that many 
people 
consider 
shocking , 
and 
therefore each inq uiry seems to 
g enerate another. And now the 
pressure is on the banks. 
Disclosure of information about the 
nation’s banking sy stem alway s has 
been handled with g reat sensivitivity , 
restraint and secrecy , the rationale 
being that public confidence must be 
maintained even if problems are 
hidden. 


Asked if recent disclosures of 
sometimes shaky finances, poor 
judg ment 
and 
q uestionable 
manag ement practices in banking has 
hurt rather than helped the country , a 
member of the Federal Reserve Board 
privately sug g ested the public was 
hurt. 
The news media, he said, has made 
it more difficult for banks to lend. If 
they know that reports of their internal 
activities will be scrutinized by the 
public rather than restricted to certain 
federal officials, they will be reluctant 
to makes some loans. And, he con­ 
cluded, the economy will be hurt. But, 
he was asked, didn’t the massive loan 
losses incurred by some banks lead to 
hig her interest rates? Didn’t banks 
cover their losses by raising prices? 
And therefore, wasn’t the public 
damag ed. 


He ag reed. But he went on to say the 
media remains at fault because of 
what he called its "snapshot” views of 
hig hly technical, complicated and 
chang ing matters. The story is a 
continuing one, he said, and req uires a 
series of pictures. 


That sug g estion appears likely to be 
followed 
up, 
partly 
because 
cong ressional interest also is aroused 
in what g oes on in the private world of 
hig h finance, where little is done that 
does not have a public impact.

should be able to spell Eng lish. But 
don’t let them kid y ou. It’s not that 
easy . 
According to a fellow named Duncan 
Steck, a public relations man for the 
Merriam people who make the Web­ 
ster’s Dictionaries, many of our 
common, alleg edly Eng lish words are 
actually misspelled to beg in with. Our 
forefathers “shamelessly borrowed” 
them from faraway lands such as 
Tamil and the Tong a Islands and 
Kong o. Since our forefathers couldn’t 
spell very well either, the words were 
corrupted and cut up and twisted 
around, and then inserted into spelling 
books to confound future g enerations 
like y ours. 
Take the word “raccoon,” which 
Johnny who can’t spell would prefer 
not to take at all. Why should it have 
two “c”s? Well, kids, it has two "c”s 
because the first Eng lish settlers in 
America saw this little animal rustling 
throug h their g arbag e, and asked the 
Alg onq uin Indians what it was called. 
The Indians said it was an “arahkun” 
— and the settlers wrote it down as 
“raccoon.” Talk about y our phonetic 
stupidity . 
Consider the word "catsup,” which 
some people spell “ketchup” and 
Johnny spells “catchup.” This word 
was robbed from the Malay an 
“kechap,” which is the one spelling 
nobody ever uses. And it orig inally 
meant “spiced fish sauce,” which is 
the kind of sauce it certainly is not. 
"Coffee" is another of those double­ 
vowel, double-consonant zing ers that 
make second g raders drop out. 
According to Webster’s Seventh New 
Colleg iate, “coffee" comes from the 
Italian "caffee,” which derives from 
the Turkish “kahve” which, in turn, 
comes from the Arabic “q uahwah.” 
Quite a trip. The word has been fouled 
up by illiterates all along the line. 
To be kind to the persons who 
created the Eng lish Lang uag e, let’s 
concede that perhaps they were hard 
of hearing rather than moronic. For 
instance, the word “g oulash" is from a 
Hung arian word “g uly as,” meaning 
herdsman’s stew. And our word “pal” 
is from the Romany “Phal," meaning 
brother or friend. It is possible, in such 
cases, that some elderly scholar try ing 
to write an Eng lish dictionary just 
didn’t hear the words correctly . Let’s 
g ive them the benefit of the doubt. 
But there is no reason, Johnny , why 
y ou shouldn't spell "peng uin” any old 
way y ou want to. That’s what our 
forefathers did when they decided, 
rather arbitrarily , to make 
it 
"peng uin” — even thoug h it’s really a 
Welsh phrase “pen g wy n,” meaning 
white head. 
And don’t let them flunk y ou for 
misspelling “tattoo” (the Tahitians 
called it “tatau,” but those early 
Eng lishmen didn’t listen). And if they 
g ave y ou bad marks for y our in­ 
terpretation of "bamboo,” advise the 
teachers that the word is 
an 
illeg itimate theft from the Tahitians, 
who spelled it "bambu.” So there! (By 
the way , be sure y ou don’t say “So 
their!” Nothing infuriates an Eng lish 
teacher more than the possessive 
“their” being used in place of the in­ 
terjection “ there” — althoug h, 
technically , the spelling should be 
“thoer," as its orig inators in merrie 
Olde Eng land intended.) 
To sum up: it would seem that if 
Johnny can’t spell, he should 
be 
treated with tolerance, as were our 
forefathers who manag ed — throug h 
ig norance or faulty hearing or possibly 
a don’t-g ive-a-damn-attitude — to take 
the lang uag e of other cultures and 
translate it from primitive to difficult. 
As for the “Johnny can’t add” 
problem, let’s blame it 
chi Mother 
Nature. Without the foresig ht to 
predict a complex , computerized 
world, she g ave him only 10 fing ers. ..

Office of Management and Budget to 
slash the operating funds for FY 77 for 
the Selective Service System from the 
current 37 
million dollars to a mere 
six million. 
Akin commented that such a 
reduction would totally suspend the 
capability of the System to register 
young men and have on standby a pool 
of registrants available for induction if 
needed under the total force concept. 
The State Director expressed the 
hope that the Congress would reverse 
the proposed reduction and thereby 
guarantee for our nation a cornerstone 
of defense provided by the Selective 
Service System.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new poll 
described as “ a unique look into small 
town America” may fuel the growing 
political pressure for swift and certain 
prison sentences for criminals. 
The findings show nearly 70 per cent 
of 18,827 club women surveyed — most 
of them white and middle-class — 
believe that harsh prison sentences 
and reinstatement of the death penalty 
would reduce crime. 
The poU also showed that 33 per cent 
believe probation is more effective 
than prison and that 27 per cent believe 
many prison inmates could be dealt 
with more effectively in community 
treatment programs. 
But, curiously, an overwhelming 82 
per cent agreed with the proposition 
that citizens should open their neigh­ 
borhoods 
to 
community-based 
programs for convicted criminals. 
The poll was conducted by the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
to enlist its 600,000 members in a 
national ‘‘Hands Up” volunteer cam­ 
paign against crime. 
The Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Ad­ 
ministration is financing the effort 
with a $380,000 grant. 
The National Council on Crime and 
Delinquency tabulated and analyzed 
the poll of club members. Another 
18,480 non-members also were polled 
but there were no percentage figures 
available for that group. 
Most of those in both groups polled 
‘‘were women over the age of 40,... of 
at least average intelligence and of at 
least average means," the report said. 
‘‘There is reason to believe that the 
overwhelming majority were white,” 
and most live in towns with a 
population of 50, 000 or less, the report 
said. 
Justus Friemund, the NCCD official 
who is analyzing the data, said the 
findings could provide members of 
Congress a fresh source of information 
about their constituents’ attitudes.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A new poU 
described as "a unique look into small 
town Am erica" may fuel the growing 
political pressure for swift and certain 
prison sentences for criminals 
The findings show nearly 70 per cent 
of 18,827 club women surveyed - most 
of them white and middle-class — 
believe that harsh prison sentences 
and reinstatement of the death penalty 
would reduce crime. 
The poll also showed that 33 per cent 
believe probation is more effective 
than prison and that 27 per cent believe 
many prison inmates could be dealt 
with more effectively in community 
treatment programs 
But. curiously, an overwhelming 82 
per cent agreed with the proposition 
that citizens should open their neigh­ 
borhoods 
to 
community-based 
programs for convicted criminals 
The poll was conducted by the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs 
to enlist its 600,000 members rn a 
national “Hands Up" volunteer cam­ 
paign against crim e. The

Enforcem ent 
Assistance 
Ad­ 
ministration is financing the effort 
with a $380,000 grant 
The National Council on Crtme and 
Delinquency tabulated and analyzed 
the poll of club members. Another 
18,480 non-members also were polled 
but there were no percentage figures 
available for that group. 
Most of those in both groups polled 
‘were women over the age of 40, ... of 
at least average intelligence and of at 
least average means," the report said 
"There is reason to believe that the 
overwhelming majority were white,” 
and most live in towns 
with a 
population of 50. OOO or leas, the report 
said 
Justus Fnemund, the NCCD official 
who is analyzing the data, said the 
findings could provide members of 
Congress a fresh source of information 
about their constituents' attitudes 
He noted that club women in many 
communities are politically active, 
either as a group or individually.
